\COLUMBUS, O., March 26.—As 
part of an anti-crime movement, 
the state senate today requested 
endorsement by the house of rep- 
resentatives of a bill passed in the 
upper branch yesterday providing 
life imprisonment as a punishment 
for the use of firearms in any theft 
or robbery. 


Provisions for stiffer sentences 


for thieves using guns and revolv- 
ers .are contained in the bill by 
Jenator William I. Spangler (D) of 
farlton which the senate adopted 
by a 26-0 vote. 


Senator Spangler explained to 


icmbers of his branch of the leg- 
ilature that life terms as a penal- 
ty for robbing with the help of 
firearms are now permitted only in 
the ca&e of bank thefts. 


REQUIRE LICENSES 


If oiiacted into law, the Spang- 


ler biJl also would require licenses, 
to be issued by county authorities, 
for the legal ownership of firearms. 
Valid reason for wishing to own a 
gun of any kind would have to bo 
shown

A nest of snakes, numbering^, 


was unearthed at tile Stjifm &

All the snakes were immediate-

Upon investigation it was found 


several of the reptiles were timber 
snakes and the remaining water- 
snakes none of which were poison- 
ous. 
Six of the snakes measured 


slightly longer than five feet.

.s read about but it isn't often that 
such a thing is actually seen, 
especially a mixture of timer and 
water-snakes.

farming as an occupation, H. W. 
Nisonger, junior dean of the college 
of agriculture at the University 
reports. He says more farm boys 
entering college this year have in- 
dicatedi theu- desire to farm than 
have during the last four years. 


Since the depression, students of 


agriculture have become more in- 
terested in rural economics 
and 


such subjects as marketing, taxes 
and farm management than 
has 


been the case in the past, Nisonger 
says. 
The most popular depart- 


ment are agricultural 
-education 


and animal husbandry, followed by 
horticulture, rural economics and 
dairying. 


The increased popularity of some 


department, Nisonger believes, is 
probably due to increased impor- 
tance in present day agriculture of 
research, teaching and extension. 


Instead of discouraging farm 


youths, the depression has evident- 
ly won them to the farm, for in 
addition to the large number of 
students desiring to farm there hp.s 
been an increase in enrollemnt ot 
31 per cent over two years 
ago. 


This may be due, he states, to the 
fact that" although agriculture is 
suffering severe losses from the de^ 
pression, the farmer usually has an 
adequate food supply. 


_ Another reason for agriculture's 
new optimism is the constant pro- 
gress being made by research, it 
is said. For example, larger yields 
of oats wll soon be possible 
in 


many Ohio counties because of a 
newly-developed variety capable of 
outyieldmg all other varieties. 


Even in plants blood tells, ac- 


cording to R. D. Lewis, farm crop 
specialist, who declares that with 
this new variety, called Franklin 
oats, science has again succeeded 
in changing 
the 
yielding 
and 


growth charactehstics of a crop of 
unusual economic importance to 
the state. 


Developed by H. L. Borst of the 


state university, the variety origi- 
nated as a plant selection maJe 
back in 1922 from the Fulghum 
variety, which until the introduc- 
tion of Franklin oats was the larg- 
est yielding in many parts of Ohio. 


Franklin Oats has longer and 


stiffer straw and matures slight- 
ly later than the Fulghum variety. 
The color of the chaff of Franklin 
oats is white while that of Fulg- 
hum is yelloyy. The .head type and 
chaff color of the 
new 
variety 


makes it easy to identify and to 
maintain pure seed stocks. 


The new variety is also nearly 


free of abnormal types that occur 
so frequently in Fulghum, 
Lewis 


points out. " Tests show 
that it 


outyield's Fulghum. It will be dis- 
tributed largely in southern Ohio. 
The variety is particularly adapted 
to this part of the state but will 
probably give superior yields in 
all sections where Fulghum 
has 


been found to be adapted.
